The Interna­ 
tional Steamship Company of Mexico, for in­ 
stance. will soon have vessels plying below San 
Diego and twenty-four j»orts iu Mexico and Cen­ 
tral America, the term inal point being San Jose 
de Gautém ala. The Montzerrate, a large 1,000- 
tou steamer, is now on the way from Europe, 
and will arrive by September 1st. Another of 
the same size is ready to send out. 
"The guano trade at Ensemula Is growing rap­ 
idly, shipm ents averaging 2,000 tons per mouth. 
The Romero Rubia is engaged as a dispatch 
boat on the Gulf of Mexico in connection with 
this trade. The Ix)uis Hiller is also employed 
on the Gulf iu the same interest. 
Ensenada, 70 
miles from Sau Diego, has a thousand inhabit­ 
ants. A $100,000 hotel is going up. 
Fifteen 
miles away are the Puuta Banda Hot Springs, 
at which u $300,000 hotel is about to be erected 
by Chicago capitalists. 
San Quentin, 105 miles 
south of San Diego, has a fine harbor, w ith 18 
feet of water at low tide. 
Not far away are 
some mines the product of which is said to be 
sent to Liverpool.

trolled by Chinese than that the railroads in 
Chiua will be m anased by foreign devils. A 
news item was published a day or two since 
which bears better evidence of probability than 
do the class of reports alluded to. This was 
that the Chinese < Government was to send abroad 
a dozen of the brightest young men of the em ­ 
pire to study the several branches of m anufact­ 
ures and commerce, in order to qualify them to 
develop the industrial resources of China.

ELECTRICAL W O NDERS. 


S om e o f th e F km» to W h ich E le c tric ity is 
B ein g A p p lied . 
[ Copyright, 1887» by the California Associated Cress. ] 
New Y ork, August 2d.—[Special.]—A11 inter­ 
esting exhibition is promised by the New York 
Electrical Society, which promises fo be 011 a 
great scale. The Society has already received 
applications for 12,000 square feet of space, and 
lor 7C0-horse power to operate the exhibits. 
Among them will be 2,500 incandescent lights, 
200 are: lamps, 800 motors, several storage bat­ 
teries and three electric railways, besides count­ 
less miscellaneous Inventions. Special interest 
is manifested in electric motors. The m anu­ 
facturers say there is 110 business in the country 
more active than theirs to-day. although it is, 
as a commercial development, practically the 
growth of but one year. There are now 10,000 
electric motors running In this country, nearly 
all of which are of the electric light circuits, 
which now have double duty to perform—sup­ 
ply ing power by day and light by night. One 
company is building motors of 1,000-horse pow­ 
er, and has more orders ahead than it can fill 
f >r mouths. 
Another company, m aking sm aller 
sizes of motors, has built 2,500 since la«d Novem­ 
ber. The tendency now is towards using the 
larger siz.es up to 25-horse power. 
The Detroit Daily Tribune is regularly printed 
by electric motor power, and motors m y be 
found iu m any newspaper offices. More than a 
score are now running freight and passenger 
elevators in this city. A motor in Detroit. 
Mich., is driving the m achinery of a knitting 
m ill that employs 2,000 hands. 
Motors in all parts of the country are used ou 
dental lathes, ice-cream freezers, fans, ventila­ 
tors, tew ing m achines, drills, polishing m a­ 
chines, laundry apparatus, etc. 
Iu a Western 
town a motor pomps water from an artesian well 
600 feet deep. I11 Pennsylvania two motors are 
employed in filling and washing beer bottles. 
At a livery stable on electric m otor is in suc­ 
cessful use 
currying and brushing horses, 
where i’. also runs an elevator, pumps water 
and furnishes light. 
Most of the ways it is 
used will Ik* illustrated at the Electrical Exhi­ 
bition this fall. The exhibition will open Sep­ 
tem ber 28th at the American Institute, and 
close December 10th. Fifty-one foreign exhibi­ 
tors have already made application for space, 
and about 2»*0 from this country. Thomas A. 
Edison i* said to have a surprise 111 store. 


H E M O U LD T A K E IT 


S h e rm a n W ould L ik e to b e P re s id e n t, b u t 
W o u ld S u p p o rt B lain e. 
New Y ork, August 2d.—A special to the Times 
say s: Recently the Express, ot this city, printed 
some reminiscences of Hon. A. N. Cole, who 
claims to have been the father of the Republi­ 
can party, and who for thirty years has been on 
more or less intim ate term s with the great po­ 
litical leaders. In these articles there has beeu 
much concerning these leaders, aud it appears 
that the papers containing the articles were for­ 
warded to Mr. Sherman. The latter found time 
to write the following decidedly pointed le tte r: 
" M r . Co l e : 1 have read with deep interest 
w hat is said in the Express of July 10th in refer­ 
ence t<> Blaine’s opinion oi myself. It la quite 
true, as Mr. Blaines ays, that he and I have al­ 
ways been ou intim ate terms and have always 
had the highest regard ior each other. We were 
both presented a- candidates in 1880, but then 
scores of Mr. Blaine’s friends in Ohio m ade the 
fatal mistake of dividing the Ohio delegation 
and refused to vote for me, but voted for Mr. 
Blaine. This not only defeated me, but pre­ 
vented a concentration of the Ohio delegation 
in favor of Mr. Blaine. On the night before the 
la^t day of the Convention, he said he hoped 
the Ohio delegation would uuile upon me, and. 
if so, my nomination would follow as a m atter 
of course, but so m uch feeling had teen caused 
by the division that it was found impossible, aud 
was only reconciled by the nom ination of Gen­ 
eral Gaitield. It m ay be that th e saíne division 
will produce a like result iu the approaching 
canvass. I certainly have no objection to the 
nom ination of Blaine, and if he is nom inated 1 
will do w hat 1 «lid in 1884—do all 1 can to se­ 
cure his election. He is m ore injured than 
benefited by the activity of his friends, in 
m aking divisions in Republican States.” 
By some it is considered th at the special sig­ 
nificance of this letter is the fact that it indi­ 
cates no change whatever in the fair rivalry 
and candid relationship which has long existed 
betwccu Gherman ana Blaine. It is held to 
m ean that John Sherm an will get the Republi­ 
can nom ination for President next year, if he 
can. and if he cannot he will be clad to see it 
fall to Jam es G. Blaine, end th at should the 
honor fall upon Sherm an it may be taken for 
granted that the statesm an w ill have the hearty 
support of Blaine of Maine.

As a m atter of fact there are col­ 
umns in the vestibule of the Capitol at 
Washington, beneath the office of the M ar­ 
shal of the Supreme Court, that are not j 
only wholly original and American, but i 
arc distinguished by remarkable grace and j 
loyalty to the lines of beauty. The pillars j 
consist of cornstalks, free from leaf, so ar- j 
ranged that the joints of one stalk stand a 
little above the preceding one, and tints 
produce a -piral effect, band-like, around 
the eolumn. The capitals are composed of 
ears of corn, with partly opened b ask s. 
The originator of these columns wn- Ben­ 
jam in Henry I.atrobe, at one tirn. archi­ 
tect of the Capitol. The design of the 
pillars has been attributed to President 
Jefferson,'blit Ashton, by producing a letter 
from Latmbe to the President, dated Au­ 
gust 28,3809, proves Latrofae to have been 
the originator. 
It is true, however that 
Jefferson had spoken to laurolie of the 
lack'd’ individuality in our public build­ 
ings, and asked why lie did not conven­ 
tionalize some of o u t native vegetation 
into appropriate columnar designs. 
Call­ 
ing attention to these columns, which 
stand in a portion of the National Capitol 
little visited, may ¡have the effect of sti mu 
dating American architects to act upon 
Jefferson’s idea, and give us something 
more of architectural form that will Vie 
original in conception, and drawn from 
suggestions wholly American.

9 he statistics of strikes in the United 
S tate-are interesting. 
Take tile first six 
months of ISNfi and 1887 in comparison, 
and we find from JBresist reel's that in 18S7 
t here were523 strikes, with 234,734 et rikers, 
as against 200 in tbe same period in 188(i, 
with 363,805 strikers. So while the strikes 
have increased, the industrial workers in­ 
volved hare fallen off". 
The largest num­ 
ber of strikes in 1886 was in transporta­ 
tion, including the Missouri-Pacific trou­ 
bles, and in 1887 was also in the same 
business. 
Bui there were 113 in the mis­ 
cellaneous das* in 1887. against 47 in the 
same class in 1880. 
In 1S87 the steam 
railway employe-, striking numbered 12,­ 
871, and in 1886 but 5,015, v. hile of street 
railway employes there w ore in 1880 15,- 
<*00, and in 1887 but 2,880. Iron and steel 
workers furnished th e most strikers 20 
per cent, of aB—in 1S87, but transportation 
idle large.-:—21 per cent.—in 1880, except­ 
ing always the miscellaneous clast.

1Ü a. >i. Senator Stanford -appeared and re­ 
sumed his testimony. He began by presenting 
a statem ent of the financial aid received from 
the < ¡overumenl to construct the Central Pacific 
Uai’road. 
lie said, as prelim inary to this, that 
tic inferred from rem arks made by the Commis­ 
sioners that they di«l not think in receiving this 
aid that the Central Pacific Company occupied 
toward the Government the position ot an in­ 
dependent contracting party, but was. in some 
way, acting a- an agent in a fiduciary capacity. 
The Courts have repeatedly held that the bonds 
and lamls granted by the Government became 
the property of the com pany upon compliance 
w ith the Acts. Several actions have been pros­ 
ecuted by the United States upon the theory that 
the Government could compel an accounting 
w ith the Central Pacific for the disposition of 
the bond- issued by the United States. He 
quoted ao opinion ot the Supreme Court of the 
United States in which this theory was over­ 
turned and an accounting refused. This deci­ 
sion was rendered in a Connecticut case. The 
samo doctrine was affirmed by the Court of 
Claims, and in construing the T ntm nan Act the 
Supreme t 'ourt all through assumed that the 
aided road- were private property. 
Nor was it 
decided th at Congress had power to change the 
contract, but it was argued by the Court that 
the provision for a sinking fund did not inter­ 
fere w ith the rights of the company nor require 
paym ent tor it before the m aturity of the bonds.

The question of railroad lamls was then taken 
up am i speaking on this subject Senator Stan­ 
ford-aid : " As for land, if the Government is 
apprehensive on that score, we are w illing to 
turn all the land that we own, from the Sacra­ 
m ento river through to Ogden, back to the Gov­ 
ernm ent for the price which their agents would 
put upon it. We are w illing that this should go 
toward paym ent of otir debt. I believe if the 
U oiem inent would give us w hat is iustlv our 
due. and release the branches which have been 
added since that, we would he w illing to turn 
the road over to the Governm ent.” 
A letter was here read from United states Dis­ 
trict Attorney Carey stating that unless the mo­ 
tion on the application of the Commissioners to 
produce the books was heard to-morrow m orn­ 
ing, he would adjourn it until the return of Jus­ 
tice Field, which would be about the 20th inst.

With the foregoing funds the road was built 
to Ogden, 800.66 miles, or 855,000 per mile. They 
could not expect any more than this, i„r there 
was no more to expend. The w itness said Kn 
glneer Judah estim ated that the road would 
cost 890,000 j*er mile, 
and olher engineers 
thought it could not be built for less than 8100,­ 
000 a mile, lb- thought no Board of Engineers, 
taking into consideration ull tli circumstances, 
w ould pul a lower estim ate on the cost or esti­ 
mate that 855,000 per mile was unreasonable. 
The first mortgage bonds and the Government 
bonds granted realized 841,1»5 ,««•««, -« th at if the 
Government aid and the product of the first 
mortgage bonds bad alone been sufficient to 
build the road, it would have co-t alaiut 84-,20) 
per mile. He therefore argued that even if the 
Central Pacific Company was compelled to ac­ 
count for its expenditures to the Government 
this would show* that the aid granted was in­ 
sufficient to build the road, and iliat ii|Hm that 
basis the Government should make good the 
deficiency. 
COUNTV All) FOR CONSTRUCTION. 
Referring to aid granted by counties to the 
Central Pacific, Mr. Littler read from a list of 
counties which voted to aid the California rail­ 
roads the names of Yolo, Yuba, solano, San Ma­ 
teo, Los Angeles. San Joaquin, ami several 
others, the same aggregating 83.205,000 and 
a-ked if any of these should be included in the 
statem ent giveu by the witness. 
Senator Stanford said that none of these eon 
cerned the Central l'aeifie. In -ome eases the 
money authorized under Acts of the Legislature 
by the counties referred to was never raised 
and where it was, it went to roads other than 
the Central. Perhaps some of the roads so 
built were h ow leased by the Central, however. 
Mr. Anderson—Senator, the belief is prevalent 
—w hether just or not is im m aterial—th at the in ­ 
ability ui the Central Pacific to pay its indebted­ 
ness to the Government arises from the fact tliat 
its resources have been absorbed through con­ 
tracts let and- work done by the Contract ami 
nuance. Western Development and Pacific In 
provement Companies ? 
Senator Stanford answered, with snmeemphu 
sis, not a single dollar of money belonging to 
the Central Pacific Company h’ail ever been 
diverted to Hny other corporation. The road 
hud been built partly w ith money given bv the 
general Government, every dollar of which had 
been put into the enterprise, Wheu completed 
the stock w as worthless ; it could not have been 
soid lor tn e cents ou the dollar, and he con'd 
not see w hat interest the Government had In it 
whether the stoek was dlv ded into l.oou or JoO,- 
oxt shares’ since ts construction the road has 
developcd-'impulation and business which ha- 
made its stock valuable. 
With that hi- thought 
the Government hud nothing to do. The book- 
of the Central Pacific were open to inspection 
and the Commission was at liberty to exam ine 
them.

Senator Stanford: “ So far as those books re­ 
late to the affairs of the Central Pacific, we 
have no objection to their being opened to your 
inspection: but, as 1 have -aid, we can I think 
reasonably object to otir private accounts being 
exhibited to the public. There has never been 
a transaction between any of these coporations 
and the Central Pacific- oil any other basis than 
do'lar for dollar, and we are willing and anx­ 
ious that you should satisfy yourself on that 
point. This is the fir»t tim e the Central Pacific 
Company has had a chance to present its ease 
to the public, and we are desirious ot m aking 
the most of It.”

P lacer, Nevada, Tehama and Sacramento 
have taken hold of the matter in good 
earne3t. have selected their respective loca­ 
tions, and are busily engaged in working 
up their products for competition: and the 
rivalry is so great that an unusual display 
of California’s products may he expected. 
This year there will be something new, 
in the nature of a premium offered from 
outside the State. The Amerfean Jersey 
Cattle Club of New Y’ork has off rjd as an 
“ American Jersey Cattle Club” prize the 
sum of $100, iti addition to the regular 
premiums offered by the State Agricultural 
Society, for tbe best herd of "registered 
Jersey cattle shown at this fair. The breed­ 
ing of these beuutifu! cattle has attracted 
much attention of late years in California 
and this recognition by the leading cattle 
club of the United Stat s will give tiie sub­ 
ject a new interest, beside showing the 
comparative excellence oí our Jersey heads 
to good a«lvantage. 
The exhibits in the Pavilion will sur­ 
pass in num ber and variety tho 3e of any 
previous year. City merchants are anx­ 
ious to meet consumers from tbe interior 
and show them their goods, and will take 
this opportunity of presenting them in the 
most attractive manner. 
The wine exhibit will unquestionably be 
interesting in the extreme, and it is un­ 
necessary to say that pure wine will be the 
only sort which the makers will place on 
exhibition. One wine-grower has signified 
his intention of having a large lrogshead 
of wine on tap for the purpose of furnish­ 
ing the visitors a sample of the best Zin- 
fandel raised in California, and it is safe 
to say tliat his example will be followed 
bv makers of other kinds of wine, so tliat 
comparisons can be drawn by all who de­ 
sire as well as by the sampling com­ 
mittees. 
An objection lias often been urged to 
State Fairs in California, perhaps with some 
show of reason, tliat they are only a dis­ 
guise for horse-racing, and that the fair, in 
the best sense of the word, is subordinated 
to the pool-box. 
W hile it is true tliat rac­ 
ing is a proper and important factor in a 
State Fair, it should lie remembered that 
this year, of all years, something more is 
needed than horse-races. Our Eastern vis­ 
itors have not crossed a continent to see 
half a dozen colts chase each other around 
a race-track, or to see how near a driver can 
sit to the front edge of a sulky without 
falling under the horse’s heels. They do 
not care, as a rule, whether a horse trots in 
2:39 or 2:38, for the reason that many of 
them have seen all that sort of thing over 
and over again. They may take some in­ 
terest in speed trials, but merely as an in­ 
cident to tbe State Fair, and not as the 
fair itself. 
Our visitors will want to be satisfied that 
we can raise something in the live-stock 
line besides running and trotting horses. 
They will want to compare our draft- 
horses and our cattle and our sheep and 
our hogs with those they have been accus­ 
tomed to see, and this feature of the fair 
should receive special attention. 
Let the State Fair be made a genuine ex­ 
hibition of all tbe choicest products of the 
State, of every kind and sort, and its in ­ 
fluence on the prosperity of California will 
be almost incalculable.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE 
COl’M Y 
AFFAIRS. 


T b e E x p e r t C o m p le te s H i* L a b o r* a n d 
F ile * a B e p o r t. 
M. McManus presented his report of the 
condition of county affairs to the Hoard of 
Supervisors yesterday. 
The examination 
extends from January 3. 1885, to January 
3. 1887. 
In regard to the Auditor and 
County Recorder, the report says : “ Alj 
business is kept up in good shape. 
The 
fees, in the time covered by the exam ina­ 
tion, amounted to $8,539 25, which had 
been paid to the Treasurer.” 
The Assessor's office was in good condi­ 
tion. 
The sum of $2,588 50 had been 
transferred from the unapportioned fund to 
the general fund, on account of excess of 
taxes collected. 
The retention of com m is­ 
sions on said amount was a legal question 
requiring solution. 
The Sheriff and Tax Collector's office 
was commended for having been well m an­ 
aged. 
The total collections made by License 
Collector Rolan amounted to $58,590. all 
of which had been accounted for. 
The 
books were well kept. 
The books of the County Clerk had been 
well kept, no errors worthy of note being 
found. 
All fees have been accounted for, 
to the amount of $11,498. 
The expert takes occasion to criticize the 
bookkeeping of 
County Superintendent 
Bishop on account of system only. The 
books are correct in all footings and totals. 
There were som e abuses apparent during 
the past which the present Superintendent 
has remedied, such as drawing money at 
the expense of some other fund or district. 
No warrant should be drawn unless there 
is monev in the fund to pay said warrant. 
The cash in the School Fund aggregates 
$20,219 (¡0. 
The Treasurer's books were reported cor­ 
rect and in accord with those of the Au­ 
ditor.

WHIM. 


P o lic e C o u rt. 
J udge Buckley’s m orning levee was as 
interesting as usual, and the lobby was 
crowded with all sorts of people. 
The case of T. Blauth, charged with 
violating city ordinance No. 17, went oyer 


for two days, to give Major Anderson time 
to exam ine the case. 
A sim ilar ease 
against Mr. Hill was dismissed on pay­ 
ment of costs. 
For lack of prosecuting witnesses, the 
charge of vagrancy against Mary Frissell 
was dismissed. 
Kobeit Dolan, a spruce looking young 
man. appeared in the dock charged by his 
brother with vagrancy. 
Robert looked as 
if he might be a stockbroker or person 
who lived on a bank account. 
H is brother 
did not desire to prosecute the case, and 
the City Attorney asked that the charge 
against Dolan be dismissed. 
The Court lo 
ordered, but Robert stated for tbe informa­ 
tion of the Court that he was the victim of 
a whim of his brother's, superinduced by 
too much indulgence in the flowing bow; 
Louise Monani had d istu rb s the peace 
ot a young man named "M uidoon.” 
Rhe 
spit at him and swore at him in French 
F'riday night, which raised his German ire 
until he caused her arrest. 
The Judge be­ 
lieved '• Muldoon’s ” story and ordered the 
buxom Louise to appear for sentence. 
R. Crouse, a hoyish-looking young man, 
ras assessed $5 for getting drunk and 
treating on unusual disturbance. H e asked 
t o le excused ‘‘just this once,” but the 
Court thought the offense too flagrant to be 
passed. 
The case of grand larceny against B. B. 
Brown, in which W illiam Henley appeared 
a- prosecuting witness, was called. 
Mr. 
H enley took the stand and briefly stated 
that the offense complained o f occurred 
July 27th. at the State House, It. 3 . Brown 
being the pioprietor. 
Detendant and his 
emp.oyes had entered the room occupied 
by Mrs. and Mrs. Iteuley during their 
absence, and taken therefrom two trunks, 
one overcoat, three dresses, one album and 
four hats, all of the value of $100 or more. 
Brown had told witness that he had taken 
the articles. 
Witness acknowledged, on 
cros examination, his indebtedness to Mr. 
Brown, but did not know Brown's motive 
in taking the goods, but supposed Brown 
thought 
he 
had 
a 
right 
to 
do 
so. 
The 
facts 
aliove 
stated 
were 
admitted 
by 
the defendant's 
counsel, 
Mr. Brown was placed on the stand to 
show that he took the property with no 
criminal intent. 
H e had served written 
notice on Mr. H enley and also gave him 
verbal notice to pay up or get out. 
He 
took the baggage for no purpose but to 
secure payment of the hill due from Mr. 
H enley : offered to return the baggage, if 
'he bill was paid. 
Had given him notice 
one morning w hile he was in bed to vacate 
and leave tiir baggage until the bill was 
paid. ¡Had told Mrs. Henley he wanted the 
key. as tie intended to take the baggage for 
the board bill. 
Tiie reason he gave the 
notice w hile H enley was in bed was be­ 
cause tbe prosecuting witness '“ sneaked in 
and out ” and he bad no chance to set 
hi in otherwise. 
Mr. H enley was put on 
the stand by the defense, and asked to 
produce a letter sent lo him by defendant 
Brown. Mr. H enley made several remarks 
that caused 
Mr. Gett to 
ask him 
if 
he was witness or attorney in the case. The 
le tte r was not read. 
Mr. H enley denied 
that he sneaked in the h ou se; had gone 
there at all hours, day and night, usually 
pas-hng through the office. 
W itness had 
not tried very hard to meet Mr. Brown, 
however, because he did not wish to be 
'ackled about ” that little bill." 
Mr. H en­ 
ley and the City Attorney argued for the 
prosecution, and Messrs. 
Wharton and 
Gett for the defense. The Court rendered 
a lengthy decision, and held that defend­ 
ant was not guilty.

At 8:45 last night an alarm of fire was 
turned in from box 32.

frame buildings in a blaze on the west side 
of Fourth street, between L and M. The 
buildings burned like tinder, and the blaze 
lighted up the streets for blocks in every 
direction. 
The cinders rose to a great 
higlit, and for a tew moments a general 
conflagration was feared. 
The buildings 
were very Bmall and the firequickly put out. 
Hundreds of people came from every por­ 
t ion of the city more to see the maneuvers of 
the Fire Department than the fire. Chief 
Sullivan was there, so was his assistant, 
O'Meara, and the work of putting out the 
fire went on just the same as though there 
was no disagreement in the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. The loss of the buildings 
is not great, as they were of little value. 
Jim 
Barron, 
one of 
the oldest men 
in the Department, one 
whose services 
as a fireman dates back to the “ volunteer 
days,” met with an accident that may cost 
him his life. He was endeavoring to couple 
a hose upon an engine when the latter was 
cramped, one of the forward wheels catch­ 
ing and crushing him against the boiler. 
He was picked up and carried intoasaloon 
near bv, more dead than alive, where he 
immediately received medical attention. 
One of his shoulders was broken, his breast 
crushed, and it is feared he received fatal 
internal injuries. 
In this connection it may be stated that, 
while holding the keys and retaining the 
custody and charge of the pronerty con­ 
nected with the fire department, Chief Sul­ 
livan carefully avoided any collision as to 
authority which should interfere with the 
effectiveness of the force for putting out 
the fire and saving property. 
H e was 
upon the ground, however, saw that the 
work was satisfactorily done, and attended 
to the shutting off of pressure at the close 
of the work.
